Tſauing always in Ready Money, as I be- 
fore Noted, Loſſes in Trade would be 
range things; no Man in Trade could 
Decay or Break, but by ſuch Miſtakes as 
he would Merit Puniſhment for , rather 
than Pity, or by ſuch viſible Caſualty as 
would fatisfie all the World, and Merit 
neither Cenſure nor Diſhonour; ſuch as 
Fire, Loſſes at dea, Floods, Tempeſts and 
the like ; for if the Shop-Keeper gave no 
Credit, he would always have Money or 
Goods in his Shop, a ſhort Account would 
caſt up his Eftate, Goods and Caſh would
